Last week at this time only 
583 had been registered. 

This breaks the former re- 
cord, which was set last year, by 
230 students. Last year there 
was slightly under 400 in school 
and the big increase is predict- 
ed to be the beginning of a new 
era in the history of Santa Ana 
junior college.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
The 6-4-4 Plan 


What is this 6-4-4 plan? Who has it now? Is it proving a 
success where it is being tried? Will it ever come into being 
at Santa Ana? When will it be in Santa’ Ana? Is it for better 
or worse? How will it change the present junior eollege and 
high school? 

Yes, the probabilities are that it will be installed in Santa 
Ana. Rumors say it will be put in Santa Ana in February, but 
it probably will not come for a year or so. At present Pasadena 


ae Compton have the system. Pasadena is well satisfied with 
it. 


It means 6 years of grade school, 4 years of high school, 

and 4 years of college. The grades 1-6 would be in grade school; 
the years of from 7 to 10 inclusive would be in high school; and 
the years 11 to 14 would be in junior college. 
_ , The biggest change would come in the high school and 
junior college. The tenth grade of the present htgh school sys- 
tem would be taken back to what is now called the junior high 
school. The junior would be taken off, and they would be call- 
ed “high schools”. There would be two high schools in Santa 
Ana, Lathrop and Willard. 

The eleventh and twelfth, or junior and senior, years of 
the present high school system would be added to the junior 
college. In that case, the present junior college and high school 
plant would be turned into “junior college”. Diplomas would be 
given those who wished, after completing the first two years 
of what would then be junior college, to enter one of the reg- 
ular 4-year colleges. A diploma from junior college would 
mean two more years of college, or admittance to college with 
the same standing as what is now known as “junior”. 

What about athletics? Pasadena claims that that is their 
only problem left. At present they are entering a team from 
their first two years of “junior college” in high school com- 
petition, and a team from their last two years in junior college 
competition. As soon as enough of the “other” cities join in 
with the Pasadena plan, a junior college conference can be 
‘formed, it is claimed. That is, a conference consisting only of 
4-year junior colleges. They have even gone so far as to plan 
having “freshman” teams, and “varsity” teams. 

Who is going to be in this proposed plan? As said before, 
Pasadena and Compton are already in the plan. It is expected 
that Santa Ana, Glendale, Fullerton, Long Beach and Los An- 
geles will soon follow. 


Orange County Junior College 

But still another plan for Orange county has been offered. 
It has been suggested that an Orange county junior college take 
the place of the present Fullerton and Santa Ana J. C.’s_ All 
Orange county would be one junior college district. 

The Orange county board of supervisors, and the Fuller- 
ton and Santa Ana boards of education, have authorized a sur- 
vey to be made. This survey is to be made by “uninterested”’ 
educational authorities, who, they think, will be qualified to 
really know the needs of Orange county. - 

If this plan should be installed in Orange county rather 
than the 6-4-4 plan, Santa Ana and Fullerton would both lose 
their junior colleges. They would merge into one big college to 
‘be known as Orange county junior college, and would be lo- 
cated at some intermediate point. ; ; 

One or the other of these systems is bound to come to Santa 


Ana and Orange county. From an unprejudiced 
which is the most practical?

Yet we have 
a yearbook with a name entirely for- 
eign to the traditions of our school. 
Probably the name ‘Algol’? was ap- 
propriate in the old days when the 
college was smaller and less stable, 
when some years the book was bright 
and some years dull, just as the 
star for which it was named is var- 
iable. But at least it is certainly in- 
appropriate now, so let us consider 
a Spanish name in harmony with our 
traditions.— Abbott Mason, Associ- 
ated Student President. 


The present name of the junior col- 
lege yearbook has served admirably 
for the past 10 years but the chang- 
ing traditions of the school have made 
it hardly typical of the Spanish Dons. 
It would be much better to change 
the name now rather than put it off 
until the time when the school be- 
comes too large. The change will ne- 
cessairly create some confusion but 
in a year or two, it will seem a natur- 
al part of the school. Algol as a 
name is perfectly suitable but not as 
the representative of a college with 
Spanish traditions as well founded as 
ours.—“Sky” Dunlap, former editor 
of The Don.
